London, April 20. — Permanent resi- 
dents of IaiihIoii are suffering from the 
effects of being made to prepare the city 
for the arrival of the coronation visitors. 
There is scarcely u street through which 
the procession will pass but lias been 
torn up. Private houses, restaurants 
and public "buildings are permeated by 
the smell of fresh paint, which is giviug 
London its new coat for the new reign. 

The newspapers are full of misstate- 
ments concerning the cost of seats to 
view the coronation processions and as 
to -what hotels will charge visitors. Spec- 
ulators and those having seats to sell, 
-were giving the impression that there is 
tremendous demand on the part of 
rich foreigners, who are saiil to be pay- 
ing any price asked in order to see the 
show. 

Ridiculous statements as to the price 
for which a certain window or seat, in 
Piccadilly or elsewhere, has been let, are 
"being constantly published. To get ac- 
curate information on these points, a 
representative of the Associated Press 
made a careful canvass, inquiring at 
various points along the route, witli the 
result that lie ascertained that seats in 
the best positions on Piccadilly and St. 
James streets, the most sought after sit- 
uations, could, yesterday, be hail for 
from eight to twenty guineas, accord- 
ing to the row. This was for the first 
day's procession. For the second day 
tho prices asked were from three to .sev- 
en guineas. 

The hotel question, however, is less 
encouraging for the intending visitor. 
The managers of the Savoy, Cecil, 
Carlton, Olaridgc and the Berkley, all 
said yesterday that t'hey did not have a 
single room vacant for coronation week. 
Most of the hotels have let their rooms 
for a fortnight and have charged double 
the usual season rates. 

On the other hand, the boarding houses 
are not reaping the harvest they expect- 
ed. 

To accommodate the -10,000 troops 
which will guard the route of the pro- 
cession, and the visiting colonial contin- 
gents, camps are already being prepar- 
ed. Three thousand men will camp on 
the grounds of Lambeth Palace, while 
Battersen Park, Kensington Gardens, 
Fulhnro Palace, Richmond Park and 
Alexandra Palace will all be transferred 
iuto tented posts. OUIcial stands have 
been ordered by the government and 
municipal authorities. One of these is 
for the colonial visitors, and its 4,000 
seats are proving quite inadequate to the 
number of applications. In Parliament 
Square the members of the House of 
Commons and their friends will have a 
stand capable of accommodating 2,000 
persons, while at the Admiralty, Horse 
Guards, War Olllce and .National Gal- 
lery. other large stands have been erect- 
ed to provide for the officialdom. Even 
the Stock Exchange will be utilized; 
therein the naval brigade will sling their 
hummocks while doing coronation duty. 



MINERS AND OPERATORS. 

Conciliation Committee Considers "Dif- 
ferences Between Them. 

Now York, April 20.— A meeting of the 
conciliation committee of the National 
Civic federation was held here today to 
take up the differences between the Unit 
ed 'Mine Workers and the coal operators 
The labor men are seeking to obtain 
concessions from the operators, including 
an eight-hour dny without a reduction of 
wages, an agreement that all coal mined 
shall be weighed when taken from the 
shaft, and a concession by the operators 
that there shall be a minimum .wage 
scale of 00 cents a ton of 2,240 pounds. 
There is also in question a proposition 
for recognition of the union by the oper- 
ators. The meeting adjourned without 
talcing action, a sub-committee being ap- 
pointed to report Tuesday.

Buffalo, N.Y., April 20.— A special to 
the News from Niagara Palls, N. Y., 
says: 

By an act of Providence the lives of 
tbout ;!0 men nnd the tunnel work of 
the Canadian Niagara Power company 
were saved from destruction. 

Last evening as the night shift went 
on the discovery was made of a most 
dastardly attempt to wreck the tunnel 
and kill the men working 00 feet below, 
rhe shaft leading down to the tunnel is 
160 feet below the surface. Prom the 
bottom of the shaft the tunnel runs north 
ml south and men work at both head- 
ings. The Masts are discharged toy 
means of batteries, which are operated 
it the foot of the shaft. The wires ex- 
tend to the headings. 

When the night shift went to work, 
one of the "nipper" hoys discovered that 
n point 100 feet from the hottom of 
the shaft the wires from one of the hat- 
lories hud been cut and a cartridge cup 
connected and placed "in a stick of dyna- 
mite. The stick of dynamite bad been 
placed between two hoxes of dynamite 
containing 75 pound", of. the material. It 
is customary for the day shift to ar- 
range the blasts and the night shift sets 
them off when it comes on. 

Had the '-nipper" hoy failed to dis- 
cover the plot, the damage and) death 
list would have been fearful. The men 
at the headings would have been kill 
and imprisoned, and work which has 
cost many thousands of dollars, ruined. 
The object or the motive is not known. 
Detectives are at work on the case.

their departure. It is likely, however, 
that only short notice will bo given.

CAPT BERBER'S 

POLAR SEARCH 

A Friend of His Tells of the 
Plucky Canadian Seilor's 
Scheme. 



Prom Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, April °.b\— "If it is possible 
to reach the North Pole, he'll get there," 
said Mr. N. 0. Marshall. Mr. Marshall 
is connected with the telegraph depart- 
ment of the C. P. It. in Vancouver. He 
was speaking of Cupt. Bernier, the 
plucky Canadian who is going to have 
a try for the farthest point north. Mr. 
Marshall said that he was a person.il 
friend of Bernier's, and had had a Iocs 
talk with him recently regarding his voy- 
age, and the direct, information hud been 
•convoyed to him that 'Capt. Bernier had 
had the assurance of the powers-that-he 
in Ottawa that the government would 
at an early date appropriate $60,000 to- 
wards the expenses of the trip, lie had 
already $25,000 subscribed and $30,000 
■ more promised, with the proviso that it 
shall not he handed over until the gov- 
ernment appropriates the $00,000 re- 
ferred to. Mr. Marshall speaks enter- 
tainingly of Bernier's personality, lie is 
• 47 years old, short, thick set and hard 
as nails, anil his. forebears have follow- 
ed the sea for a living for many gener- 
ations. He has commanded ships in al- 
most every part of the world, but more 
particularly in the wafers of the North. 
Capt. Bernier seem < roibe cut out for the 
job. lie is wrapped- up- in the venture, 
liody and Boul, and" 'has been talking 
about it for the last • 10 'years. • 

After talking with Hornier for a few 
minutes the interested listener finds 
large maps placed before him with the 
routes of previous 1 '-expeditions plainly 
marked out and the proposed expedition 
of 'Capt. 'Bernier also clearly defined. 
Bernier runs his finger over the course 
through Behring sea to the point where 
he proposes to let himself drift into the 
ice and rely upon 1 nature to do the rest. 
He describes the mysterious currents and 
remarkable phenomena. He explains 
•that all other expeditions via the At- 
lantic that took the Hudson's Bay route 
-were much further away than he 'will be 
when he is compelled to leave the ves- 
sel. Ill fact, the ice jam by entering it 
from Behring sea will carry him close 
to the Pole, so that he will be nearer 
the goal before he sets foot on the ice 
than any other expedition 'has overreach- 
ed. On leaving the ship he will go 10 
miles north over the ice and establish a 
Station, anil so on every 10 miles a sta- 
tion will be established until the Pole 
Is reached. He expected to be hack in 
three years to announce to tin' world 
'that he has discovered the Pole. The 
^Geographical Society of Grent Britain 
arc to suppl; a full set of scientific in- 
struments with an expert to operate 
them.

PROGRESS HAS BEGUN. 

It has long "been understood and 
predated that Vancouver Island is. so I 
far as the metallurgical industry is con- 1 
corned, the "pivotal point on the Pncdfic 
Coast of North America. There is not a 
metallurgist, of any eminence on the 
continent -wlio has ever given his atten- 
tion to the question of smelting on the 
Pacific Coast, tint has recognized the 
paramount superiority of Vancouver Isl- 
and as a smelting centre. The reason is 
so apparent thai he who runs may road. 
Vancouver Island 1ms the fuel and the 
fluxes, has deep sea transportation to anil 
, from all points, and any number of 
land-locked hai'bors. There have been 
certain causes which (have militated 
against the establishment of this indus- 
try on Vancouver Island. One of these 
was that metal producers in the protect- 
ed market of the United States were un- 
der no inducement to ship ore out of the 
United States for treatment; while, pos- 
sessing a monopoly of the United States 
ore, the smelting companies there were 
able to attract scattered lots from Brit- 
ish (Columbia, Old Mexico and South 
America, on terms with which British 
Columbia could not compete. Another 
reason was that while Vancouver Isl- 
and was geographically central, the 
northern portion of the seaboard had 
given no indications of being an ore-pro- 
ducing country. A third reason was 
that while fuel and iluxes existed on 
Vancouver Island in abundance, there 
was no local supply of ore to form a 
.smelting base. YVe have been talking 
about superb prospects and magnificent 
mineral resources for a long time past, 
some years, in fact. But superb 
prospects and magnificent resources will 
not feed a furnace wliich eats up several 
hundred tons of rock every day. With- 
in the last year and a half these condi- 
tions which prevented Vancouver Island 
from taking its destined place as a metal- 
lurgical centre have been changed. The 
United States is choked with metal, and 
is spending more anxiety at present in 
reducing the output at home than in in- 
creasing it abroad. Alaska and the 
Northwest and Northern British Colum- 
bia are giving indications of a large 
available supply of metalliferous ore. 
-Most Important of all, a local supply of 
ore to serve as a base to the industry 
has lieen developed. There are some 
people -w.iio.say that 'we will have a fur- 
nace capacity .of 500 tons daily in opera- 
tion :it Crofton and 'Ladysmith by next 



ish Columbia, but of Atexieo and South 
America will be made tributary to the 
industry of Vancouver Island. The pro- 
cess by which this is to (be done is al- 
ready in operation, its outcome is logi- 
cal and inevitable. This will have a re- 
ciprocally stimulative effect upon the de- 
velopment of our own mineral resources. 
It will cause a large investment of cap- 
ital and the growth of a population in- 
terested in and dependent on mining anil 
metallurgy. A very similar problem, 
with an ultimately similar solution, con- 
fronts us iu relation to the smelting of 
iron ore and the manufacture of pig iron 
and steel. There is, however, a differ- 
ence. We can enter every market in the 
world, except that of the TJnitd States, 
with our copper, silver, lead and their 
various products, while with pig iron and 
steel, we have only the Pacific Ocean 
market. But that is ours beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, provided we do not 
permit it to -slip through our hands. 
Here, then, we have one process of in- 
dustrial development actually begun and 
visible before our eyes, while another is 
capable of initiatory development within 
a comparatively short time. What it all 
means to the people living on Vancouver 
Island at the present time is this, that 
we had best either quit talking about our 
resources altogether, or welcome and en- 
courage specific instances <>£ their devel- 
opment. The resources must belong in 
the long run to those who have the en- 
ergy, courage and faith necessary to de- 
velop them. 

A VERY STRANGE ACT. 

It is not easy to criticize what is not 
IHJrfeotly understood. And we fail al- 
together 'to understand the action of the 
Imperial government in forcibly detain- 
ing Mr. Cartwrigbt in South Africa. Mr. 
Cart wright is a most objectionable per- 
son, it is true. He charged Lord Kit- 
chener with having ordered a massacre 
of prisoners should any be taken in an 
engagement with Dcwet. For this he 
underwent a year in prison, which served 
him right. But now 'that he is a five 
man, who has not committed any fresh 
offence, he 'has exactly the same rights 
and privileges as any other individual. 
One of these rights and privileges is to 
go where he pleases, provided it is not 
forbidden to everyone as well as to him- 
self. It may lie desirable from some 
point of view to keep a person of his 
character under the surveillance of mar- 
tial lav.-, but it is also perfectly legiti- 
mate on his part to endeavor to escape 
from being under martial, law. And 
there is no form of authority, martial or 
otherwise, under British institutions, 
which ought to be able to make one law 
for Mr. Cartwrigbt, and another for 
other people. The great and puissant 
government of Great Britain has been 
placed in the position of seeming to be 
afraid of this viperous individual Cart- 
wright, There is no question at all that 
die government has been placed in a 
In so posit oa, that Lords Milner and Kit- 
chener have committed a huge mistake. 
If the government did mil back them up 
in it at the present stage of proceedings 
in South Africa, pro-Boers, Little Eng- 
landors ' and other pestilent fry would 
raise a howl of joy, and the prestige of 
the government's representatives in 
South' A' icu would be seriously lower- 
ed. The compulsion under which tie' 
government lay was no doubt thorough- 
ly understood by the parliamentary ma- 
jority, which did what no parliamentary 
majority has done lor many a genera- 
tion, justified a serious infringement of 
the personal liberty of an unoffending, if 
not inoffensive, subject. We do not 
doubt but that Lords Milner and Kit- 
chener will, in private, receive one of 
the severest wiggings ever administrat- 
ed for misbehavior. Mr. Cartwrigbt 
was not previously n dangerous person, 
any more than that blatant brawler 
Wilkes was, but the government has 
made him a dangerous person by givin-, 
him a real grievance in an unjustifiable 
infringement of his personal liberty. Tin 
extent to which this has occurred is no 
liceable not merely from the tone of the 
opposition speakers, but from the expres- 
sions of opinion 'which found vent from 
the government benches also. 



WHAT DOES CANADA MEAN ? ' 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean asks this 
question, being gravely concerned that 
the Canadian militia is to he increased 
to an effective strength of 100,000 rifles, 
and that the head of the force is to he 
'Major-General Lord Duhdonuld; whom 
it describes ns "one of the tew success- 
ful cavalry leaders of the British army 
in 'South Africa." To do the Inter- 
Ocean justice, it refers to the matter 
more to emphasize the anti-military at- 
titude of the Democratic party as dan- 
gerous to the prestige of the United 
States, although its references to Can- 
ada, as if we were boiling over with rage 
against our neighbors, and seething with 
concealed hostility, are somewhat nb- 
surd. This is part of wbat it s'aya: 

The Canadian forces are to be reor- 
ganized under the direction of Major- 
General Lord Dundonuld, one of 'the few 
successful cavalry lenders of the British 
army in South Africa. He has seen ser- 
vice in India and Egypt as well as ill 
South Africa, and won conspicuous men- 
tion by his cavalry dashes in Natal in 
the first year of the war, and his ride 
into Lndysniiith. He is a descendant of 
the famous Admiral Cochrane, who de- 
stroyed Napoleon's fleet in the Basque 
roads in 1800, and wiio won great dis- 
tinction as fhe creator and commander 
of the Chilian lleet in the wars 'with 
Spain in 1818. 

Gen. Dundonald comes of fighting 
stock and he has Jived up to the tradi- 
tions of his family. He comes from suc- 
cessful campaigns in South Africa to the 
chief command of the Canadian army, 
at a time when the dispute over the Al- 
aska boundary has reached an acute 
stage and when the Democrats in con- 
gress, -wit'h Gen. 'Miles as an ally, are 
doing their titmosrt io cripple and demor- 
alize the American army. 

Dundonald comes to give a new mili- 
tary spirit to Canada just as the Demo- 
cratic leaders in congress and the anti- 
expansionists have entered upon a cm- 
side to weaken and destroy the military 
spirit that has made our army the best 
of its size in the world. 

Such remarks- appeal to us as slightly 
hysterical in a paper of the recognized 
standing of the Inter-Ocean. 



RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 

Mr. W. W. Southin, the postmaster at 
Ladysniitb, has drawn our attention to 
the question of the free delivery of mails 
in rural districts and to an article of his 
on the subject which we reproduce with 
great p'.enmire. We confess never to 
have thought of the matter. But Mr. 
Southin is perfectly right both as to the 
justice and expediency of making a new 
departure along the lines ho suggests. 
Not only however has he written to the 
papers on the subject, but ho has been 
in communication with the fPosttnnster- 
Goiioral in relation to it. This is what 
Hon. Mr. Muloek says in reply to Mr. 
Southin: "The question of rural free 
delivery is engaging the deepest attention 
of the Department, and the experiments 
of the United States postofiice in that 
direction are very closely watched." Mr. 
iMuloek has undoubtedly acquired a re- 
putation as Postmaster-General which" 
is independent of, and superior to that 
enjoyed by the government of which he 
is a member. It is true that he has oc- 
casionally carried economy to the verge 
of injustice towards postoillce employees, 
an intolerable thing lor a rich country 
like Canada to stoop to; but iie has cer- 
tainly shown a grasp of postal problems 
and ;i willingness to make improve- 
ments which is as rare as it is commend- 
able. We hope that lie will not be slow 
to adopt the businesslike proposal which 
comes to liim from British Columbia. 
We know how rural free delivery stim- 
ultes the business of the enterprising 
merchant, and it is evident from the ex- 
perience of the United States that it 
has the same effect on postotliee busi- 
ness.

The imposition of an import duty on 
wheat by the British government with- 
out any discrimination in favor of the 
Co o lies was an Imperial disappointment;

bility. The responses made to the home 
government upon the question of Imper- 
ial defence were not altogether satisfac- 
tory. 'Some Colonial governments, in- 
cluding our own, declined to discuss the 
question at the conference. In defer- 
ence to the public opinion of their own 
countries, they will be 'Obliged to raise 
tho question of a preference to Colonial 
wheat. No one has ever, to our knowl- 
edge, accused the Right Honorable 
Joseph Chamberlain of being a fool. A 
fool he must have been if he did not real- 
ize to the last iota, the feeling •which 
would find expression in the Colonies 
and fool he must also have been if he 
did not realize that the imposition of a 
duty on wheat without a Colonial prefer- 
ence was likely to subvert all he has 
been accomplishing for many years. And 
a fool he is not. In addition to not be- 
ing a fool, tlie Right Honorable Joseph 
has a great love of dramatic climax and 
of spectacular effect. Second only of 
English statesmen to Disraeli, he knows 
their political value. This habit of mind 
is visible in his precision of dress, his 
eyeglass and his inevitable orchid, not to 
spenk of his manner, studied to affecta- 
tion. Is it not just possible that he is 
proposing to make the subject of a pre- 
ference in -wheat introduce the discus- 
sion of Imperial defence, and its hopes 
of effecting a reciprocal arrangement, 
which will be the greatest coup of the

RUICAL FREE DELIVERY, 

(Written for The Leader.) 
As ti great many of us In B. (J. have come 
from the old country, the house-to-house 
delivery of mull is nothing new to us. I 
•suppose that Canada win represented at 
the postal convention held in Vienna in 
1801, and signed the agreement that all 
countries belonging to the Universal Postal 
Lnlon, would establish a universal delivery 
of mail. 

Now what lias Canada done iu bringing 
this Into force? 'Certainly Canada has 
given the large cities free delivery, hut no 
greater piece of class legislation was ever 
enacted than to give large cities the right 
to have n free delivery of mail and not the 
rural districts. 

Why, for instance, should Vancouver 
and Victoria have a free delivery and such 
places ns New Westminster. Nannlnio, 
Kevelstoke, etc., he denied the same deliv- 
ery.' Do the people in these two large cit- 
ies pay any more taxes proportionate! v, 
than the people iu the rural districts? No 
they do not! It is a great piece of unjust 
discrimination against the rural districts. 
I ho U. s. A. have recognled the great In- 
justice that they have done to the rural 
districts, and they nre now establishing the 
free delivery ns fust us they can. Uncle 
K-iin would not have given this free deliv- 
ery without he saw that It was going to 
lie prolitahlq. In those districts where the 
free delivery has Ibeen put Into operation, 
business has Increased lo per cut 

'Nut only has rural free delivery come to 
stay with Uncle Sam, but Is now part of 
the permanent force of tin.' postal service- 
and the sen-lee now comes under the civil 
service law. 

Why should not 'Canada have a rural free 
delivery as well as the States? We all 
know how sparsely rami, la is populated, 
tint If there Is anything that will tend to 
keep the population In the country, the 
free delivery Is one of the ways of' doing 

Tills free delivery brings the city anil 
country closer together: It would hind them 
with fresh ties, as the country people wimlil 
know that under this system they would 
get their mall brought to them dally 
Again, this would entail better roads; ronds 
would have to be kept l„ KO od mm | r , H0 
that the mall carts eonlfl get along; more 
merest would be taken by the rural popu- 
lation In tills matter as It (would lie greatlv 
to their benefit; they would see that the 
money was spent wisely and well

EURIOUS DRIVING. 

Cuwyow I'ays $30 Eor His Share in 
Receut Accident. 

In the provincial police court yester- 
day before .Mr. H. G. Hall, L\ M., Ed- 
Ward Yuen, alias Cumyow, was charged 
with having furiously driven a horse 
contrary to tlie Highway Traffic Regu- 
lation Act, along tne Col wood' road, on 
the afternoon of the 12th inst. .Mr. Bel- 
yea appeared lor the accused, and Sup- 
erintendent Hussey prosecuted. 

Tnis case arose out of the accident oti 
the Colwood road on the evening of the 
llitli inst., in connection with which a 
joiuig man named George 'Spike was re- 
cently nued $110 on the charges of hav- 
ing caused bodily injury to persons by 
furious driving and ot cruelty to his 
horse. 

Edward Cumyow— to give him the 
name he claims — is a Chinaman who 
affects European dress and manners, lie 
came into court jauntily, with the relics 
of a black eye, and some Mowers in his 
button-hole, lie went, out poorer by $30, 
in spile of his voluble denial of the 
charges against him. 

iFrunk \V. Adams testified that he had 
seen the accused driving along Colwood 
road on the city side of 1'arson's Bridge 
between 5 and G o'clock on the evening 
of the 12th inst. There was a young 
man iu the rig with accused, who was 
racing with George Spike, who drove 
another buggy. The road was crowded 
with vehicles returning from the races. 
Accused appeared to be under the » i n- 
tiueuce of liquor. Replying to Mr. Bel- 
yea, witness said accused was driving 
one of the fastest trotting horses in Vic- 
toria. Ho seemed to have control of 
the home, hut he was a good horseman. 
Accused was driving furiously. 

George Suike deposed/ that lie met ac- 
cused in the Colwood hotel after the 
races, anil had two drinks with iiini 
then'. Accused proposed to race home 
with witness and wanted to bet S50 on 
tlie result. Witness declined, but offered 
to take a bet of $u to $2. They started 
away together without any agreement to 
race, but somehow a race developed be- 
tween them on the road. 

Alfred 'Williams said that Cumyow 
drove past him at a great pace on. the 
road. Accused was waving his- arms 
and making a very peculiar noise with 
his mouth. Spike followed accused fii 
another rig. Both Spike's and accused's 
horses were running and not trotting. 

Mr. Belyea said that for the defence 
he would plead that there was no rac- 
ing between accused and Spike, and that 
Cumyow had driven a fast horse, but 
had not driven furiously. He also took 
a legal point that insufficient evidence 
had been given to prove that the Col- 
wood road was a public highway within 
the meaning of the act.

Cumyow himself testified that he hud 
met Spike at the Colwood hotel. Spike 
was drunk and his face wus blue. Spike 
suggested the race home, and wlUiesa 
refused. He had not raced at all; he 
had just driven at an ordinary gait. 

In reply to the Police Magistrate, ac- 
cused said that he was just jogging 
along tile rottd— perhaps a little, but not 
much, faster than the other people. He 
had taken four or live drinks, but he 
always took a few. it was his habit 
to do so. 

The magistrate reviewed the evidence 
and compared the contradictory state- 
ment, of some of the witnesses. It was 
evident that Cumyow had driven furious- 
ly in the meaning of the act. He over- 
ruled Mr. IBeiyea's technical point, con- 
victed accused, and lined him $30. The 
line was paid.

What Was Accomplished at 
Meeting of Workers During! 
the Week, 



Ideas ExchaiiQed of How 
Increase Efficiency and 
Interest.

The meetings of the City Sunday 
School Workers hold hi the Calvary 
Baptist church during the- week, and 
of which brief reporta have already been 
given, wore of such a character us to. 
give a great Impetus to Sunday scuool 
work iu tliis city. The pupers and dis^ 
cushions were practical, and interest was 
iiirintiiined throughout. 

Tuesday night's meeting was held in 
the school room and opened lit 7:ot> 
with dinging and prayer, air. Mur- 
ehaut, the acting president, then ad- 
dressed the convention, saying among 
other things that there was a great neeu 
of etlieient Sunday school workers. Many 
.when asked to help, said, '"Oh, I can't. 
They .should endeavor to bring about 
conditions which would increase the elli- 
ciency of those now engaged, and bring, 
other's into the work, and so that "1 
can't" -would be eliminated from the 
vocabulary. Lie hoped they would have 
a successful convention, and welcomed 
everyone present. 

Committees were then- appointed as 
follows: 

Nominating— E. A. Lewis, Angus Ual- 
lu-uith and It. Wilson. 

On Resolutions.— N. Shakespeare, 
George Carter, and John iMeston. 

The report of the house to house visi- 
tation, held last November, was read by, 
the vice-president, II. J. Knott, and 
showed the work to have been thorough- 
ly done, there being but a difference of 
*io in the number of scholars attending 
the dny 1 echools of tho city and tboso 
accounted for by the house to house can-, 
vass. \ 
The report on primary' work was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Losee, primary superin- 
tendent. A union composed of the prim- 
ary teachers had been organized last 
-summer. .Meetings were held once a 
month.- These had proved very interest- 
ing and helpful and would be more (so 
if all the primary teachers in the city 
joined. * ••x- 

Mr. It. Grant then favored the con- 
vention with a vocal solo. 

A paper, "How to retain the older 
.scholars," was read by Mr. Siddall, who 
brought up a number of salient points, 
urgiug that the Sunday school should bo 
made worthy of the older scholars. It 
should not be a kindergarten, they should 
be treated as equals, and allowed a voice 
in the affairs of the school, yet should 
not be treated as though they had out-, 
grown the school, in the matter of prizes 
no difference should be made between 
them and the younger scholars. 

Dr. Lewis Hall, in opening the dis- 
course, said it was important to give a 
.good training in the junior grades. They 
should be cultivated socially, an inter- 
est should lie taken in their sports, the 
.parents should be members of the school 
.ami :thus set a good example. Other 
speakers discussed the question, men- 
tioning the need of competent teachers, 
t'be importance of good work in the jun- 
ior grades, tho value of organization, the 
value of personal magnetism in the teach- 
er. 

Mrs. Clyde then sang "Jesus, Dover of 
My Soul," in a pleasing manner. 

The next subject was one in which 
considerable interest has been created 
and upon which there is a diversity of 
opinion, and was introduced in a reso- 
lution that "The Sunday school service 
.should form tho usual morning teach- 
ing service of the churches." 

Mr Huggett, in the affirmative, main- 
tained that there was at present not 
enough Bible knowledge. In other days 
expository preaching had been the ru e. 
This unfortunately had given way to the 
more dramatic, snappy, 'topical style. I he 
present arrangement did not allow lor 
,the rest on Sunday which was necessary 
after the hurry of the week. The pro- 
posed change would result in 'blunging 
.the parents and children together in the 
/cliool and in a more extensive knowledge 
of Clod's Word. 

Mr. Shakespeare, in the negative, 
thought the change would result in in- 
creased disregard id! the Sabbath, and de- 
creased interest in church work. 

Messrs. McKeir/.ie, ('root and others 
.spoke, favoring rile change, while Rev. 
..Mr. Viehert. Mr. Lewis and several 
others thought the change would do 
harm.

A Relic of 



The Lost Gondor 



Steamer Tees Brings to Port a 
Buoy of the Ill-Fated 
Warship. 



IVteckoge and More Salmon 
Cases Found Near 
Skidegate. 



Steamer Tees returned to port yes- 
terday afternoon bringing another relic; 
of the ill-fated Condor, and news indi- 
catory of disaster to other vessels. At 
Skidegato, Capt. Hughes learned that 
the coast was littered with wreckage, 
from Skidegate to Masset. Indians have 
found pieces of boats, a compass, fogl 
horn, speaking trumpet, and. more, sal- 
mon cases. At Goose Island, off the. 
Northern British Columbia'' coast, Iu-i 
(Untie have found; a barrel of rum, which' 
lias washed ashore. 

There is no doubt but that the life 
buoy brought down on tho Tees came, 
Ijrom the Condor, for the letters are 
plainly shown, "II. M. S." on the top 
part, and "Condor" on the lower, but 
the other wreckage was not identified, 
and little description to enable identity 
cation, was obtainable. The salmon pre- 
viously found was marked "J) T H," 
and' was half pound Skeena river flats,! 
a brand which was shipped on the ship 
Ited Rock, which left Victoria on No- 1 
vember 25, with 80,040 cases of salmon. 
That which lias now been found was 
marked "U 1' S" and was one pound! 
Hats, with no label. The mark which 
was on the outside of the eases, was pre 
sumably the consignee murks. As the 
ullices of the salmon shipping firms were 
closed yesterday afternoon, the mani- 
fests were not available, and the ship 
no which salmon marked in that man- 
ner was sent could not be learned. 

The pieces of boats, compass, fog 
horn, etc., were not examined, and tho 
number of tile compass and any marks 
on the boats not obtained. The barrel 
of rum, which was found' by the Indians 
of (loose Island, is probably from the 
lost ship Ernest Keyer, which went 
ashore off the Quinalt river in Novemb- 
er, v. hen carrying a cargo composed of 
French liquors. Indians of Noah Bay 
and 'Uelulet have already found punch-! 
cons of the rum. and as the currents 
have drifted a Condor buoy as far as 
Skldegate, it is not unlikely that the 
rum barrel would drift from- the Wash- 
ington river to (loose island. 

The passengers brought down by the 
Tees included W. Williams, 1). Burton, 
E. A. Berg and .1. A. iContes, orospee-. 
tors; li. Drainey, tin- Namu canneryl 
man; C. Todd, Indian agent at Metla- 
katln, and Capt. Johnson, of the schoon-

DKCOHATI.VG ELBCTUIC LAMPS. 

The Probable Cause of Frenuent Fires 
Where Iflleetric Lights Are In L'se. 

Tlie following'- from Engineering Is com- 
mended to the careful attention of all who 
use I lie electric light. That people lose 
sight of the dangers likely to arise from 
placing drapery, etc., etc., too close eo 
electric lights Is frequently shown by tlie 
'Ii 'at Ions In shop windows. 

"Experiments show that It Is a decidedly 
dangerous practice to cover Incandescence 
electric lamps with drapery, and particu- 
larly lo wrap them In cotton wool, espec- 
ially bulbs. With Hi candle-power colored 
lamps the cotton wool begins lo smoke 
after ten. and even after live and three 
minutes. It only requires n slight air 
draught to make the cotton wool burst out 
in tlames and the bulb then explodes. 
This explo.slmr.sls accounted for In the fol- 
lowing way: The thin glass wall of the 
hall, softens under the heat of the glowing 
cotton wool, particularly In the case of 
lamps covered with n colored varnish. The 
air pressure crushes the soft glass until It 
cnines In contact with the Incandescent 
llluitient: tin' glass then melts, mid the air 
bursts In. Xo explosion ensiles when con- 
tact between the lllament and the bulb 
Is prevented in time. Hut Indentations of 
the bulb can always he observed, when the 
cotton wool has been glowing. The low 
candle-power lamps seem to explode as 
readily as those of higher powers. Al- 
though In these experiments the cotton- 
wool was purposely pressed tightly against 
the bulbs and sockets, there Is some danger 
even with light contact, and the accident 
should not pass unnoticed. In the early 
days, the electric lamp was eulogized be- 
cause It gave such a brilliant light. Wo 
still pay for the light, but illumination hao 
become secondary to decorative elTect. and 
we are too much Inclined to regard any 
kind of decoration as safe for the electric. 
Incandescence lamp.

ed in forwarding it disappointed. For 
these reasons, then, I am here, ready 
and anxious to do all I can, and regret- 
ting only that I seem able to do so 
little. 

"It will not be thought that I have 
undervalued the honor. The very oppo- 
site feeling has. I believe, increased my 
hesitation and difficulty, for I know very 



■ to doubt, aud every reason for confi- 
' deuce, that in the years to come we 6hall 
J do perhaps even better. Whether we 
I shall go on as we have been, or whether 
' wc shall enter into closer relations with 
our provincial university, a question so 
orten and so long discussed, is a matter 
for the future. That I cannot tell. 
* * * I believe I am beyond doubt 
the only person now living who is a 
graduate of both King's College, of 
which our provincial university is the 
successor, and of this university; and I 
am glad to be able to add that among 
my very best friends, both of those who 
have gone and of those who now re- 
main, I count some of the most dis- 
tinguished members of the University 
of Toronto. If in this capacity, as 
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for its advancement, ne would consider 
It a privilege to do whatever it might 
be in his power to do for university 
education in Ontario, because he recog- 
nized thnt Canada's prosperity is largely 
bound up with the strength and ex- 
cellence of its educational institutions. 
He concluded as follows : _ 

"There is an old saying, 'United we 
stand.' There is another oid saying, 
'Every man to his trade.' Applying 
these two mottoes, I would say in con- 
clusion that I look to the great educa- 
tionalists of Canada, and to the men of 
literary fame, to do their share in carv- 
ing out a brilliant future for Trinity m 



well who my predecessors have been. 
Of your first chancellor, the pupil in 
boyhood and life-long friend and asso- 
ciate of the founder of this university, I 
do not speak. It would be impossible 
for me to speak as I feel. Your next 
chancellor, the. late Sir. Hillyard Cam- 
eron, was my master in the law, under 
whom I served during my whole period 
of legal study; 'and to his unvarying 
kindness and sympathy nnd ever-rendy 
assistance in all my perplexities, not 
only during my student days, but during 
the earlier years of my professional life, 
il have always felt very strongly that I 
am indebted for whatever I may have 



being a graduate of and Interested in 
both, it may be my lot to do anything to 
draw them closer together, and enable 
them the better to co-operate in the 
great work they both have at heart, the 
advancement of higher education, I can 
only sny it will be to me the greatest 
possible gratification." 

This initial ceremony of Trinity's 
jubilee year will be followed by a more 
elaborate celebration from the 22ud to 
the 25th of June, when the following 
programme is to bo carried out :

Wednesday, June 25 — 4:30 p.m., 
special convocation for conferring of 
honorary degrees; 8 p. m., thanksgiving 
service in St. James' Cathedral— Sermon 
by the Lord Bishop of Niagara. 

IB ut the jubilee year is marked by 
something more important even than the 
fitting commemoration of the past; for 
this year witnesses the inauguration of 



religious teaching aud influences. As 
far as Church of England students are 
concerned, the regulations will remain 
the same as they have been in the past, 
so that for all such students the curri- 
culum will continue to provide full in- 
struction and examination in the his- 
torical position and doctrinal teaching of 
the Church of England; and the ser- 
vices of the college chapel will be con- 
ducted, as they have always been, ac- 
cording to the liturgy of that church. 
To all other students, however, freedom 
is now permitted either to attend the 
religious instruction classes nnd chapel 
services with their fellow-students of 
the Anglican communion, or instead of 
this to take specinl courses of Bible 
study, moral philosophy and Christian 
ethics, suitable to Christians of all de- 
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u new policy of development and expan- 
sion on the one hand, aud of consolida- 
tion on the other. Itefereuce has al- 
ready been made to the proposed fed- 
eration of Trinity University with the 
University of Toronto. This federation, 
if carried out at all, will be on lines 
which will enable Trinity to maintain 
and develop all those distinctive feat- 
ures and special aims which have made 
this university so marked a power in 
the past, while at the same time the 
value of the degree would be enhanced 
by co-operation with the provincial uni- 
versity for tho joint conferring of one 
degree under a common curriculum, in 
place of the two rival degrees which 
have heretofore contended for the 
greater honor. A confederation of this 
kind would unquestionably prove to be 
a considerable accession of strength to 
both universities. In particular, To- 
ronto would contribute to Trinity its 
scientific resources, and Trinity would 
contribute to Toronto that system of 
residential colleges, for both men and 
women, which has lone been the chief 
outstanding need of the provincial uni- 
versity. In other matters also there 
would bo mutual advantage, but of these 
wo need not speak at length here and 
now. Of the new plans for enlarge- 
ment and expansion, however, we must 
add a few words. 

The jubilee year has Leon marked by 
t he wise determination of the govern- 
ing body of the university to throw tne 
doors of Trinity College open, without 
any creed restrictions, to all who desire 
to enjoy tho advantages of an excellent 
secular education, combined with sound , 



nominations. The theological college 
department of the university, which is 
solely for the purpose of training men 
for the ministry of the Church of Eng- 
land, will of course undergo no change 
(except the continuous strengthening of 
its work), and will bo under the super- 
vision, as heretofore, of all the bishops 
of the province of Ontario, and of repre- 
sentatives from their several synods. 
But the general arts department is to 
be governed, and the main policy is to 
be directed, not witli a view to the needs 
of one section only of the community, 
but with due regard to those larger 
national aims and purposes upon which 
Trinity is entering at the Threshold of 
its second jubilee period. In financial 
and business affairs as well a new step 
has been taken, corresponding to the 
main policy of broadening aud enlarg- 
ing the scope of the university. Anew 
board of endowment and finances has 
been appointed, aud to this board has 
been entrusted tho main carrying out of 
tho larger policy of the uuiversitv. Mr. 
E. B. Osier, Mr. W. R. Brock, Mr. 
Frederic Nicholls and Col. Pellatt are 
among those who, ns members of the 
board, have been taking an active part 
in promoting the new policy. Other 
names, no less prominent in business and 
professional circles, and embracing lead- 
ing men in the different religious bodies, 
are a significant indication of the 
strength and scope of the new move- 
ment. 

The purpose which these gentlemen 
have in view is to build up a university 
of residential colleges of such n charac- 
ter and standard as to render it un- 
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necessary for Caiiadiuns to go any- 
longer to Oxford or Cambridge in 
search of that combination of exact 
scholarship and highest culture for 
which those ancient foundations have al- 
ways been pre-eminent. With this na- 
tional and patriotic aim, Trinity College, 
which from the hrst has made its resi- 
dence for men a strong feature, will ue 
greatly enlarged; St. Hilda's College, 
tlio residence for the- women students or 
the university, \yi!). he added to from 
time to time, as need requires; and the 
teaching faculty of these colleges will 
undergo continuous strengthening with 
the growth of the student body and 
general expansion of the work. In 
short, a liberal and progressive policy 
with regard to the whole work of the 
university has been, decided upon. 

For many years past Trinity has ea- 
joyed honorable distinction as a notable 
centre of culture and a home of the 
best classical and English scholarship; 
' and it is along the same lines, which 
have proved so valuable in the past, that 
it is now proposed to further strengthen 
and develop the work. Any departure 
from old traditions would be deprecated 
on all hands, and rightly so; for some 
of the best Influences of university edu- 
cation in Canada tiud their meetiug- 
placo in "dear old Trinity," as her 
graduates fondly term their alma 
mater. Moreover, the type of education 
which Trinity has always made it her 
special aim to produce is being more 
and more appreciated in Canada with 
the growing wealth of the Dominion 
and the increasing attention that iB . 
being paid to the study of English | 
literature and to classical scholarship, as 
well as to the careful development of 
character as an important feature of 
higher education. Doubtless it is be- 
cause Trinity hu« from the first been 
careful to keep in the forefront of her 
curriculum those branches of knowledge 
which by common consent are admitted ] 
to be the best adapted to the harmonious 
development of the highest and best 
humanity in every man— and so are 
called "the humanities"— and to foster 
the influences and maintain the sur- 
roundings which tend to produce upon 
character the most lasting effect Tor 
good, that she has so long enjoyed her 



acres of park and threads his way with 
difficulty through its rambling buildings, 
finds himself, to his great delight, trans- 
ported suddenly into the quuiutness and 
charm of Old World conditions. The 
college is built in the Tudor stylo of 
architecture, with a profusion of pin- 
nacles, and on outline 60 broken with 
buttresses and deep recesses that light 
and shadow have full opportunity of pro- 
ducing their most artistic effects. It is 
as much unlike a building which the 
architect of to-day would erect us one 
can well imagine; and, although in 
actual figures this pinnacled and turreted 
pile is only 50 years old, yet it conveys 
the impression and exercises the fascina- 
tion of those halls and colleges across 
the rolling sea, which are so much more 
venerable in their antiquity and so rich 
in tho accumulated associations of 
many generations, Small wonder it is, 
then, that Trinity makes an indelible 
impress always upon the affections and 
memory of its graduates, who entertain 
for it the same kind of tender regard 
that has -made men call home "the 
sweetest word in the English tongue." 

Trinity stands for an Old World con- 
ception of university life. Her students 
live in residence, and the college is a 
little social world of its own, where men 
are trained in the gentle art of common 
life, and learn the amenities and cour- 
tesies of intercourse with their fellow 
men. Students and professors alike 
share in this common life, and contribute 
their influences each to the other, the 
students continually bringing freshness 
and vivacity into the old college halls, 
and the "Dons' ever imparting to this

For it is 
not iu the lecture room that the most 
important part of the work is done, nor 
is it a work which can be tested by 
examinations merely. But it is essen- 
tially one in which the constant personal 
influence of the professors upon the 
students, and that Kind of social inter- 
course which the conditions of collegiate 
life alone render possible for most uni- 
versity students, have to be taken into 
account; and these must be accorded a 
large place in the gradual attainment ol 
that general culture which should al- 
ways be the stamp of the educated man 
or woman. It is the realization of this, 
coupled with a hearty appreciation ol 
what Trinity has accomplished by hoi 
residential colleges iu the past, that has 
led n number of the lending business 
men of Toronto and elsewhere— men 
whose names were identified with Can- 
ada's progress throughout the Dominion 
—to make Trinity University the basis 
of that larger educational work to which 
their patriotism prompts them. It must 
be gratifying to Torontouians, and in- 
deed to the people of Ontario generally, 
to know that the work of university- 
building, to which, both iu Montreal 
and in the chief centres of the United 
States, the makers' of their countries' 
greatness have been devoting them- 
selves and their fortunes with such 
splendid generosity, is now being defi- 
nitely taken in band by their own citi- 
zens, with a view to building up, in the 
capital of the premier province of Can- 
ada, a university which shall win for 
itself the premier place in the Dominion. 
It bus been often said that something 
of this kind would have been done long 
ago but for the state control of the 
University of Toronto. This objection, 
however, is completely overcome by the 
present policy of a federation of strong 
independent >.-olleges in the one univer- 
sity. For, with a system of this kind in 
operation, a satisfactory field and ample 
scope for the benefactions of private 
individuals is offered in the building up 
of the separate colleges, which are en- 
tirelv independent of government con- 
trol," while it is left to the state to sup- 
port its own college and the university 
chairs and science departments for which 
it is directly responsible. 

The four chancellors which Trinity 
University has had during the fifty 
years of its history have already been 
referred to. During the same period 
Trinity College has had four provosts, 
all of them Cambridge men and the first 
three Englishmen. Canon Whitaker, 
who was provost from 1802 to 1SS1, died 
a year or two after resigning his olllce. 
His successor, Dr. Body, after holding 
the position for fourteen years, accepted 
an important and lucrative chair in the 
General Theological Seminary in New 
York. The third provost, Canon Welch, 
after spending five years in the service 
of the college, was appointed to the 
rectory of St. .Tames' Cathedral, To- 
ronto. The present provost, Dr. Mack- 
lem, a Canadian by birth and early edu- 
cation, went from Upper Canada College 
in ISSli to St. 'John's College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated in ISSo. On his 
return to Canada he was ordained 
curate of All Saints' Church, Toronto, 
and n year mid a half Inter appointed 
rector of St. -Simon's Church, in the 
same city, n position which lie continued 
to occupy till hie election to the provost- 
ship of Trinity College in 1000. In nil 
article -written by him for the Illustrated 
Buffalo 'Express, about that time, he 
gave the following interesting descrip- 
tion of the buildings which had so lately 
become his home: 

"The visitor to Trinity University, 
Toronto, as he walks through its thirty 



Iving stream of men something of their 
own refinement, polish and culture, line 
result is beneficial in the highest degree, 
and it is the man's own fault if any- 
one goes out from Trinity, after two or 
three years' experience of its residential 
life, without the depth and breadth, the 
feelings and manners of the true gentle- 
man." 

In the same article, speaking of the 
federation movement, to which, as he 
was a zealous supporter of this policy, 
his election had given new impetus, the 
provost makes some interesting observa- 
tions. He had just been referring to 
some notable public men whom Trinity 
had given to the United States, and 
adds: 

"Before the Canadian public also 
Trinity University stands torth at the 
present time in a specially prominent 
light because of the important move- 
ment known briefly as federation. This 
movement has for its aim the creation 
of one truly great university iu Toronto 
lor the whole province of Ontario, com- 
posed of a powerful federation of col- 
leges, each autonomous and exercising 
full control in all internal affairs, but all 
contributing their strength to the one 
University of Toronto, where all their 
students will graduate, and where also 
they will share the advantages of the 
splendid professoriate of which that 
university is justly proud. If this pro- 
posed federation can be successfully car- 
ried out, so that, knit together within 
the one great state organization, shall* 
be both University College and Victoria 
College, which are already in the fed- 
eration, and also Mc.Master and Trinity 
colleges, which have heretofore main- 
tained independent positions, the result 
will be a university in Toronto of such 
exceptional character that it may reason- 
ably hope to attain to special pre- 
eminence among the universities of both 
the Old World and the New, because it 
will embrace within itself the best feat- 
ures of each. Trinity U Diversity stands 
ready to hold in abeyance her degree- 
conferring powers in order to take her 
right and proper place in this great 
national movement, contributing to the 
wealth of the federation as a whole her 
share of classical scholarship nud theo- 
logical attainments; her Old World 
ideals, her Cambridge traditions, and, 
most important of nil, her residential 
system, tried and proved by the test of 
"jO years' experience, with due adapta- 
tion to the needs of the country. When 
to these contributions have beeu added 
others equally great, poured into the 
common treasury by the other federat- 
ing colleges, and when the state has 
done its part in perfecting and endow- 
ing the university, of which these col- 
leges ure to form component parts, it is 
no extravagant hope to cherish that 
Toronto will rapidly become a centre of 
learning, refinement, culture and influ- 
ence second to none In the world." 

Certainly the outlook for Trinity in its 
second jubilee period is very bright. In 
offering to the university our hearty con- 
gratulations upon tho work of the p.'ist 
fifty years, and our best wishes for the 
years to come, we venture to express the 
hope that the youth of .British Columbia 
may tiecure a large share in the ninny 
educational advantages which this ex- 
cellent institution offers, and especially 
that the province will each year send 
one of our very brightest and most 
promising sons to hold the " British 
Columbia Scholarship for General Pro- 
ficiency." 

We have boon fortunate enough to se- 
cure as our assistant registrar in the 
province, the valuable services of Mr. 
,T. W. L-aing, M. A., Christ church, Ox- 
ford, Fellow of the Uoyal Geographical 
society of 'Loudon, and head raanter of 
the Collegiate school in Victorin. 

As a successful educator of many- 
years standing, ho will bring his scholar- 
ship, business abilities, and experience 
to bear upon the building up of the in- 
terests of our university in the Far West. 
We look forward to the success of his 
efforts in making our aims and aspira- 
tions better known, and in adding con- 
siderably to our numbers. Three of Mr.

INDIAN FOLK-LORE 



A Story of a Northern Tribe Told 
In Stone By a Native seulp- 
tor of Skldgate. 
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The above engraving is from a photo- 
graph of two stone carvings made by an 
Indian engraver of Skidegate who has 
produced most of the slate stone ludian 
carvings offered for sale hereabouts. 
For years this Indian has enjoyed the 
reputation of being the master mechanic 
in this particular line, and in spite of 
the grotesqueness of these works of art, 
it must be- admitted that the native 
workman has shown much ingenuity iu 
working into the stone the legend of his 
tribo which the two objects illustrate. 
For instance, the single ligure repre- 
senting the woman also depicts the bear 
into which the woman was changed; 
while in her arms are the two tubs 
which form part of the etory as given 
below. While these tales of trans- 
migration may seem childish, it is well 
to remember that the Indians, In com- 
mon with the undent Bsyptiaus and 
most primitive races, have these carious 
legends to explain tho immortality of 
the soul. 

The following is the Indian's version 
of the story which he has attempted to 
perpetuate in stone: 

Hoo-IIoo, who lived not far fiem tho 
shores of Skidegate, -md whose v, ife 
was a very enthusiastic salmon-fisher, 
set out one time witli his wife in their 
canoe on a fishing expedition. Night 
overtook them, and they camped on the 
beach not far from where they were 
spreading their nets. When the woman 
got tired working, she made 'herself a 
bed in tho stern of tho ennoe, covered 
it with cedar bark strips, ruled herself 
in a fur robe and went to sic; p. her hus- 




But no tract of the missing woman was 
found. 

One day, however, they noticed a 
female bear and two cubs approaching 
them, and the ilogs began to give chase. 
The bear climbed a tree, taking the cubs 
with her, out of the way of the dogs. 
Then the husband tool; aim, but, just as 
he was about to shoot, he saw the bear 
make curious motions with her paws, as 
much as to say to him, "Please don't 
shoot." Thoutfh somewhat surprised at 
the bear's actions, the man again pre- 
pared to shoot, and again the bear made 
tho motions. Upon this the uncle sug- 
gested that perhaps this boar had once 
been a human being, and they decided 
to watch the motions of the animal. 
They finally concluded that the hears

The painters strike in Ottawa has 
been settled by a compromise, niter last- 
ing about a month. The men went out 
to eutorce a ueniand oi >f'z:s^ a day lor 
nine Hours for paper hangers, and a 
uay oi nine Hours lor painters, and re- 
cognition of the union. The advance was 
cunts a day fur each. 

.Eighty employees of the jewelry shops 
of '.Toronto are out owing to the strntu 
ordered by the Jewelers' uuiou. 

, The Wood-Working Machinists' uuion 
of Toronto will order its members oat 
on May 1, if their demands tor till in- 
crease iu wages ot u cents an hour is not 
acceded to. The present rates are 
to l-'o cents au hoar. 

Another utrlke has been settled under 
the Dominion Conciliation Act, between 
1,000 and 1,200 striking dock workers 
having returned to work nr. Halifax. 
The agreement provides tor an increase 
of 2i> per cent, for night work, double 
lime for Sundays aud holidays, and tho 
recognition ot the union, tlie latter being 
the most important point gained. Thirty 
uuys' notice must be gi> - eu by either 
sine betore any change can be made in 
tne agreement. 

A Berlin correspondent says that while 
driving in tlie Essen streets a few Sun- 
uays ago, ilerr Krupp's carriage was 
slopped by a workiuguiuu, who handed 
Hie gun magnate a petition from his 
work-peop.e begging ulm to look into 
their grievances. As a result ilerr 
ivrupp ordered his workmen to send a 
deputation of six men, whom he received 
in Ins drawing-room, shaking each 
warmly by the hand. "State your else 
plainly and frankly," said the gnu- 
maker. The men told their grievances, 
Willi the result that Ilerr Krupp prom- 
ised them shorter hours, and that their 
other complaints should receive every 
consideration. The news spread .'ike 
wildfire among tlie 100,000 men, women 
and children dependent upon the wonts, 
ami bonfires were lighted in honor of i lie 
man who by his sound common --eiise 
had avoided u great strike. 

Painters in different parts of the coun- 
try are jubilant over tne success of the 
union iu Toronto iu having their de- 
mands lor an eight-hour day and in- 
crease in wages acceded to in toto. They 
refused to compromise in any shape, 
way or form, and for a time things 
pointed to a big strike. 

The executive of the South Wales 
Miners' Federation will, on July 1 next, 
give notice to tlie employers to terminate 
the present sliding scale agreement, with 
a view to the establishment of a mini- 
mum wage rate of 40 per cent, upon 
what is known us tlie 1870 standard, to 
lie regulated and controlled by a con- 
ciliation board. By this It is contended 
that there will bo less fluctuation in 
wages than at present. The last reduc- 
tion was 2s. in the £1— the greatest fall 
in ten years — and is responsible for the 
present action. 

Count Matsukota, former premier of 
Japan, was in Chicago recently. lie 
visited the stockyard and expressed him- 
self as pleased with the noises made by 
the dying pigs.

12,1^0,160 and an expenditure or 
£1,544,100. Tlie aggregate membership 
is nearly uue and u half millions, the 
exact number registered being 1,4 1 0,400. 
Tlie areas containing the strongest con- 
centration of traue unionism are Lon- 
don and (Lancashire, followed at a con- 
siderable distance by Northumberland, 
Durham and Yorkshire. 

If the earth were equally divided 
among its inhabitants, each person 
would get about -Vfe acres. 

The local bricklayers have decided to 
try and run tneir union independent oi 
the International body, xhe result will 
be watched with interest. There are a 
lew isolated examples wnere locn. 
unions unulllliuted have succeeded, but 
tae number unit have failed are many. 

Tho giowth of the German Socialist 
party has been quae extraordinary dur- 
ing tlie last two decades. At the roiuii- 
stug election of IStsO the 'Socialists ob- 
tained ^1^,000 voles; in IsS-l, OOO.OOU; 
ui 1&S7, 7OV1.000; in l&'OO, when the 
Socialist vote first exceeded that ob- 
tained Iby any other parliament, 1,127,- 
000; In 100.:,, 1,787,000; and In l&US, 
2,107,000. As regards the approaching 
elections, the party leaders reckon on an 
increase of .about 1,UOO,000 votes, wthiok 
would give the Socialists over 100 seats, 
and therefore by tar the strongest i>osi- 
liou in the German parliament. 

The Socialists in Germany and in 
France are (writes a correspondent; very 
busy just now. In both countries they 
are divided into two parties— one aiming 
at the bringing about of Socialist re- 
forms with the aid of the State, aud the 
other holding Unit such reforms can, and 
-should, only be effected by rerolutionury 
means. The latter is the doctrine of 
Karl Marx, which was based on the 
idea that the more capitalistic under- 
takings grow, the poorer tlie working 
man will become. Experience has shown, 
however, that this is not the case. The 
working man is getting richer instead of 
poorer, and capital, instead of being in 
the hands of a few individuals, as Marx 
asserted would happen, is now spread 
among shareholders, many of whom are 
people of small means including even 
workmen. As Marx's prediction of a 
huge army of famished workmen and a 
handful of capitalists is not likely to be 
fulfilled, the new Socialist school has 
come to the conclusion that the old re- 
volutionary policy is out of date, and 
that the best way of obtaining Socialist 
reforms is to elect us many Socialist rep- 
resentatives as possible to parliament, 
and thereby force ministers to ndopt their 
views. This scheme has been very suc- 
cessful in Germany; the number of 
Socialist members of the Keichsroth 
largely increases at every general elec- 
tion, and the government has now, under 
the pressure of their influence, decided 
to make States institutions of coal mines, 
shipping companies, hospitals, and other 
charitable institutions. In France n 
similar policy is being pursued by the 
Socialists, in view of the coming' gen- 
eral election. At the Socialist congress 
just held at Tours, '.MO workmen's syn- 
dicates, controlling 000,000 electors, de- 
cided absolutely to abandon the revolu- 
tionary school of Socialism, and to work 
through parliament for the adoption of 
Socialist reforms, at the same time do- 
clnring that the Socialists "have no wish 
to attack the moneyed classes."— Ob- 
server. 

President James McMnhon of the 
Blast Furnace Workers of America lias 
ordered that on and after 'May 1, 1902, 
eight hours shall constitute a day's work, 
at the same rate of pay the men are now 
receiving for twelve hours' work.

Dominion Live Stock Commis- 
sioner Gives Some Impor- 
tant Advice. 



As a means of converting tho raw 
products of the farm into more saleable 
tonus, the g 00t ] dairy cow is without a 
peer. Ihe good heeling animal will pay 
very little more than market prices for 
food led from birth to shambles. The 
sheep, with her fleece and her lambs, 
gives only a very modest profit on food 
consumed The pig and the hen, if 
wisely fed, do much better than either 
of the above, but it is very seldom that 
the returns from either of them go be- 
yond one dollar and fifty cents for one 
dollars worth of food consumed. 

The dairy sow, however, frequently 
goes as hbig as two dollars' worth of 
product for one dollar's worth of food, 
and niany a cow has been known to give- 
two dollars and titty ceuls' worth of 
products for one dollar's worth of food 
consumed. Most herds fall far short of 
such a high return. The reasons may 
bo summarized as lack uf breeding, im- 
proper or insufflt'ieut feeding, and lack 
of judgment and management. Every 
dairy herd should average over ${jfl 
worth of products per cow per year. If 
your herd is not giving you such a re- 
turn, you are not doing it justice. Pos- 
sibly every individual in tlie herd is not 
a number one dairy cow, but 'do you 
know which are really doing good work, 
and the relative merits of the different 

COWS ? 

In order to know your cows, you must 
keep a daily record of the milk yielded 
by each cow. We would like to see you 
do this. We are willing to help you do 
it. During the past year a number of 
dairy farmers, at our suggestion, made 
an. effort along this line. The results 
were most satisfactory. In our posses- 
sion are many farmers' letters, empha- 
sizing the importance and value of such 
records, both as u guide iu selecting 
cows and as an effective means of 
directly improving the actual herd. The 
extra outlay required is very small. 
We would supply you with record forms, 
for a time at least. The keeping o£ 
such records takes about one half minute 
per cow per day. The outlay for a 
balance would be from fifty cents to five 
dollars. 

The increased How of milk due to 
keeping 3uch a record where ten cows 
are kept would pay for the balance in a 
week.

milking will raise the average return 
from a cow by from 2 to 10 per cent., 
according to the cow; the better the cow 
the greater the increase. 

If you ever sell cows, the ability to 
give an accurate milk record will, gener- 
ally speaking, raise a cow's value and 
facilitate the sale. Especially is this 
true if she is a pure-bred. Further, 
knowing the returns from each cow iu 
any herd, you are iu a position to easily 
select lor breeding; besides, in almost 
every herd are found "boarders" — cows 
that pay u very low price for their food, 
leave no prolit, and frequently are kept 
at a loss. They should be detected and 
fed oil' for beef. Keeping a milk record 
is a sure way to discover them. To the 
breeder of pure-bred stock of any of the 
milking breeds — Jersey, Guernsey, Ayr- 
shire, Canadian, or milking Shorthorn 
strains— the daily milk record should he 
quite as important as the breeding 
record. We venture the assumption that 
in a very few years every breed putting 
forward any claims as a dairy breed 
will be making a specialty of milk 
records." 

The reasons are obvious. Beauty of 
style, color and conformation are very 
important, and where the breeder makes 
his money iu some other line than farm- 



ing, he may be able to keep animals for 
their looks alone. Those who are farm- 
ing for money must look to the profit 
side of everything. With them "Hand-- 
some is as handsome does." 

Tlie Holstcin men have made a move- 
ment in the right direction with their 
advanced registry; the Guernsey breed- 
ers are working along similar lines. It 
would thus seem to be a good thing for 
some breeds, and it would be tiie most 
important step for improvement that you 
ever made, if you decide to introduce it.

One of the first modern sanitary barber 
shops to be established anywhere has 
been installed in the Union Station in 
Indianapolis, The barbers even take 
sanitary breakfasts before they go to 



work iu the morning. Garlic eaters are 
nurred. 

In the barber's shop the place of honor 
is occupied by a nickel-plated sterilizing 
oven, in which the proprietor keeps the 
towels. Those towels are washed in a 
sanitary solution. 

After each using, the razors are steril- 
ized by being dipped in alcohol and for- 
maldehyde. Then they go iu the san'i- 
tary oven, too, till wanted. 

The barbers wash their hands with 
Castile soap and dry them oil the steril- 
ized towels immediately before waiting 
on each new customer. It doesn't mat- 
ter if the customer is in a hurry. Wash 
before shaving is the rule. 

Shaving brushes are cleaned in hot 
water, soaked in alcohol nnd formalde- 
hyde, and again washed. 

A new piece of soap is used for each 
customer, and the shaving mug is scald- 
ed and disinfected each time it is used. 
The hair-brushes have metal backs and 
ar^ cleaned, after using, like the shaving 
brushes. , |J| .-U|f 

Clean linen covers are plnced on the 
chairs eaeh morning, and renewed on 
the stroke of 12. Each customer gets 
a sterilized towel for his bend besides. 

The barbers are warned not to chow 
tobacco, aud are expected to brush their 
teeth. There is no rule against con- 
versation. Sanitary topics, however, pre- 
vail.
